Tetradrachm Daniel Feldman 

Our youngest member gave a nice powerpoint presentation 
about Athenian coins. This was followed by an interesting 
discussion by the members in attendance. I am sorry that I 
missed it! 


Exhibits (reported by Sandra Whalen) 

Whalen started with a plate book on the 1915 Panama Pacific 
International Exposition. The plate gave a pictorial overview of 
Panama before the canal was completed. The book was a first 


(and probably only) edition of the Art of the Exposition by a 
professor at UC Berkeley, Eugen Neuhaus, Chairman of the 
Western Advisory Committee and Member of the San Francisco 
Jury in the Department of Fine Arts of the Exposition. The book 
was so new in condition that the pages were not slit yet from 
each other. Also included were actual photographs of the art at 
the fair. Most prominent American artists of the day were 
represented, including coin sculptors, Weinman, the Frasers and 
McNeil. 


Federico brought coffee tokens which were coins converted to 

coffee tokens, ie, an Indianhead cent, a Lincoln penny, done in 
the early 60's. Also, he had aluminum tokens which were rarer. 
A token was worth 5 units of coffee or 5 cents at the company 

store. These became worth 150 units of coffee. 


Daniel Feldman brought a silver Greek Drachma and a Phillip 
III, of Macedonia, Alexander the Great's father. 


Scott Annechino showed us a choice 1921 Peace dollar, a 1919 
error, and two errors from Belgian Congo.
